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LOCAL AND CENERAL.

The following remarks on the steamship
rivalry betwixt the Pacific Mail Steamship
Company and the Oceanic Steamship Com
pany are taken from the S. F. Bulletin of
the loth instant :

It was rumored that the contest between the
Oceanic and Pacific Mail Steamship Companies
for the Roj'nl privilege of landing Chinese in
Hawaii had resulted in the determination on the
part of the Pacific Mail to carry freight and pas-

sengers to the Island? on the round trip from
San Francisco to Hongkong. It was also report-
ed that the Oceanic Steamship Company would
place steamers on the China line as a measure
of retaliutiou. These reports, however, if not
wholly lacking in truth, are premature. The Rio
stops at Honolulu on this outward trip to laud
two hundred Chinese laborers receutly brought
to this city from China, but destined for the Is-

lands.
The following account of the origin of the con-

troversy between the two steamship companies
may prove interesting to Hawaiian readers. It
appears that the Pacific Mail people, through
Claus Spreckels, solicited the Hawaiian Govern-

ment for the privilege of lauding Chinese at
Honolulu, stipulating that iu return they would
withdraw the Australian steamers from the Ho-

nolulu trade. Mr. Spreckels went to the Islands,
but found after reaching there that a small con-

cession had been made through the efforts of the
local agent of the Pacific Mail. He laid the mat-

ter before the Hawaiian Cabinet and obtained
for the Mail Company a larger concession, or
privilege to land a great many more coolies from
every China steamer.

After a lapse of time it was noted that the Pa-

cific Mail had not withdrawn the Australian
steamers according to the alleged agreement.
The Mail Company replied that the Hawaiian
privilege was secured without the aid of the
Oceanic Steamship Company and declined to
recall their ships. The representatives of the
Oceanic Steamship Company then besought the
King and Cabinet for permission to land Chinese
and obtained a very liberal concession from the
Government. The Mail Company being appris-
ed of their movement complained to the State
Department at Washington that the Hawaiian
Government had discriminated against them, and
there the contest rests. It is suid that Secretary
Freliughuyseu regards the contest as rivalry be-

tween steamship companies and sees no reason
to iuterfere with King Kalukaua's business.

The steamer Alameda brought among other
passengers Mr. Maximilian Taubles, who comes to
our Islands a the correspondent of the 8. F. Ex-

aminer. Mr. Clarence Greathouse hug resumed
the nianagemeut of that excellent i .wiaper and
his outspoken advocacy of the renewal i f the Ha-

waiian treaty, sliould recommend ther Examiner
to our citizens.

Of all the daily press of Nan Francisco, the Ex-

aminer is the only journal which from a souse of
justice only, and not for any other consideration,
takes the stand that a renewal of the treaty be-

tween the United States of America and the Ha-

waiian Islands is of benefit to the Pacific Coast,
and should be the olicy of all who arc interested
in its welfare.

It is a matter for congratulation that the health
of Mr. Greathouse, permits his active resumption
of the management of the Examiner since his
friendly attitude towards all interests that are
mutual between the Islands and the United States,
constitute him a sturdy and honest advocate of
any measure which has a tendency to promote- - the
active intercourse between the nations.

The play of " East Lynne " on Saturday night last
was not a success. The beneficiaire, Miss Louise
Beaudet, did her utmost to please ; but it is all but
impossible for one actor or actress to carry their
audience with them through a three-ac- t piece.
Those amongst the audience who did not know the
plot of " East Lynne " failed to gain any clue to it
as represented on Saturday evening. Miss Beaudet
did her best, but the question was repeatedly
asked, where was lierr iauamann lie was cer-

tainly not where he ought to have been, and con
sequently the piece fell flat. Another and very
material feature was the working, or, rathur, the
mismanagement of the drop scene between the
acts. The guardian of the curtain did " those
things he ought not to have done, and left undone
those things he ought to have doue." The effect
was ludicrous in several instances, more especially
in the death scene, so much so as to excite the
risibility of the audience when they ought to have
been moved to tears. Passing from the misrepre-
sentation of ' East Lynne to the second part of
the entertainment, or more properly speaking,
performance, Miss Beaudet did not acquit herself
as creditably as on previous occasions ; but in fair
ness to this accomplished young lady, it was prob
ably due to the accompanyist, and no fault of hers
In the last piece Mr. Bandmann appeared, but as
it was a repetition of what everybody had seen only
a few nights previously, numbers left the honse
before and during the play. The theatre was filled
to its utmost, in addition to which, many who
took tickets did not attend.

The P. M. S. S. Rio de Janeiro, 2.275 tons, ar-

rived last Wednesday morning from San Francisco,
and anchored outside the reef. She brought for this
port 255 Chinese passengers. There was one death
during the passage. The Port Physician, Dr.
Parker reports that he finds no contagion or in-

fectious disease on board and he has, as instructed,
ordered the males to be landed at the Quarantine
Station on the reef, and the women and children
to be brought to Honolulu, where they will remain
under his surveillance. The whole of them were
let out of quarantine on Friday morning, and will
be able to join in the festivities of the Chinese
New Year.

As our statement that the S. S. Zealandia would
be due on Friday appears to be doubted in certain
quarters, wc give, as our authority, the advertise-
ment of the P, M. S. S. Co. in the San Francisco
papers, that she would sail on Friday the 18th in-

stant or immediately after the arrival of the Eng-

lish mail.

At a meeting of the Hawaiian Cable Company
held ou the L'21 instant it was voted to accept
the charter of inoorporation granted to them
and their associates and successors. The offi-

cers elected were: Hon. II. Widemann, Presi-
dent; H. R. Macfarlane, Vice President; C. O.
Berger, Secretary and Treasurer.

Last evening the comet was plainly visible to
the naked eye.

Mr. J. K. Porter has returned from the Coast,
whither he has been in search of new blood. His
purchases will shortly follow him and he reports
them to be second to none in this Kingdom.

Antoine Borel and Mr. Walkinshaw, both promi-
nent bankers of San Francisco, who visit the Is-

lands to recuperate their health.
Capt. Wright, whom old residents will remem-

ber as the master of the "Akamai" our first inter-islan- d

steamboat, was also a passenger by the
Alameda and is accompanied by his wife.

It does not often happen in our law Courts that
Chinamen are pitted one against the other in the
Criminal Courts of this Kingdom, but when celes-

tials of different clans meet, they fight it out to
the bitter end. Such is the case with the parties
who occupied the attention of the Supreme Court
and twelve foreign jurymen on Monday last.
Ia order to refresh the minds of onr
readers we will state that the recent perjury
case arose from a seizure of opium on Hotel street
on the premises of the present defendants about a
year ago. One of the partners of t)ie firm found
in possession of the opium was convicted and sen
tenced to a term of imprisonment. His friends
persuaded the remaining partner and his book
keeper to prosecute the policemen (Chinose) who
made the seizure, with conspiracy. They did so,

and after a lengthy trial at the April term of last
year, the policemen, Akana aud Akioua, were ac-

quitted. The tables are now turned, and Akana
and Akiona now seek redress, or more properly
speaking.revenge, by seeking the aid of the Crown
to prosecute Ah Lin and Ah Wong, tho shop
keepers for perjury. The same story, witli a little
coloring and variation, as was told before was told
again, and it was for tho jury to decide which of
the parties told the truth. Our reporter was unfor
tunately excluded from the Court in consequence
of his being a witness for the Crown.

Petty robberies are Iwicominpr altogether too pre
valent. Last Monday morning some parties living
on Beretania street were robbed of their meat and
milk that had been left in the usual places by the
city purveyors. It is, to say the least, inconven-

ient to find one's self without material for break
fast and dinner, more especially when it cannot be
readily replaced. A warning ought to be sufficient
to deter the sneak thieves from repeating their
depredations, but should they persist in repeating
the offence, they will undoubtedly be brought to
justice as a watch has been set for them.

Messrs. A. W. Richardson A Co. opened their
new store in the Campbell block last Monday. They
now occupy tho corner lot, the same site as their
old store. The large windows afford the very liest
opportunity for displaying a window "dressing,"
and yesterday they decorated with fancy goods to
the best advantage. The Fort street window is ele
gant and should they succeed in making tho Mer-

chant street window equally attractive, few could
pass by without being enticed to purchase. In
this new stand we bespeak for Messrs. A. W. Rich
ardson fc Co. a successful and profitable trade.

On Sunday evening the Rev. Father Bouchard
closed his special mission lectures at the Roman
Catholic Church. The subject of his address that
evening was "Images." In his lengthy and elo-

quent discourse the Reverend Father clearly dem-

onstrated the object and particular use of scrip-
tural images. He further demonstrated that
images of an obscene and immoral naturo are nev
er to be found in the possession of a good Catholic.
At the conclusion of the address, which occupied
one hour, Mr. Chas. MicMcls played a solo on the
cornet, "Nachklange aus dem Zillerthale, "accom-
panied by the organ, after which the congregation
were dismissed by the Papal Benediction, followed
by the singing of "Ave Maria," by the full choir.

The peace of Sunday afternoon was somewhat
disturbed in the neighborhood of Smith's Lane
last week by an alleged robbery by a native
female from her paramour. The accuser and
accused were escorted to tho Police Station by
a large mob, and resulted in two males and two
females being locked up for the night.
